Of course Lord 
Salisbury is a very old»man to carry 
the cares of such a position at such 
a time, and he might well with alk hon- 
or ask to be relieved, But although he 
is old he is vigorous and so far as the 
world knows has shown no serious fail- 
ure of powers. Having borne the try- 
ing burdens of the past three years it 
might fairly be expected that he would 
not resign the premiership until the 
war chapter had been finally closed. 
War is waged not for the sake of war 
but for the sake of peace. During the 
whole conduct of the Boer war certain 
ideals as to fyture peace were kept in 
view by the government of which Lord 
Salisbury was the head. If others are 
to control the adjustments of the peace 
which has ‘been achieved, the ex-prer 
mier is thereby deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to complete the work which he 
set out todo, This canngt be to his taste 

and therefore if his resign: ation is no 
brought about by physical infirmity, 
which is not probable, it may safely 

be taken as verifying the reports ot 
2 a between himself and the 
King which .were current shortly be- 
fore the date set for the corouation. 

That there should be such difser- 
ences is unfortunate. Britain has been 
so long used to the absolute rule of ihe 
people through the premier that she 
is not apt to take kindly to the. in- 
treduction of rule by the sovereign— 
which, ir. defaylt of stated reasons, the 
resigua‘ion of Lord Salisbury means, 
The rumors previously in circulation 
would indicate that the difierencess 
were personal, rather than from rea- 
sons of state. But if personal differ- 
ences between the King and. his minis- 
ter can cause the resignation of the 
latier, who is the choice of the major- 
ity of the people, that itself becomes 
a gtave state question. Lassibly the true 
reason will never be publicly known. 
Such matters are properly state se- 
crets. The relations between tbe ruler 
aad his responsible advisers, as well as 
between those advisers themselves, are 
necessarily strictly confidential. 

All that the public need to know they 
do know, That is they no longer have 
the personality of Lord Salisbury as a 
guarantee of the policy ai the govern- 
ment. hat instead thay have the 
personality of the new premier, the 
Hon. A. J. Balfour. ‘hey choose for 
themselves whether or not they are 
satisfied with the policy: of the govern- 
ment as guaranteed by the record of 
the new. premier, and when the time 
comes vote accordingly. Royal favor 
cannot keep Hon. A. J. Balfour pre- 
mier unless he has the support of a 
majority of the British peqple at the 
polls and in the house of commons. The 
premiership depends upon the support 
of the people as well as, or rather than, 
on the favor of the King. Both are 
necessary, but the support of the 
ple is the more necessary, aS the eee 
himself is powerless except for the 
funds voted {rom time to time by the 
house of commons. The King may 
choose his own advisers. But unless 
those advisers have the support of the 
houce of commons their advice is of 
no value, fer it lacks means to give 
it effect. Tierefore while theoretically 
the King my chocse his own advisers, 
in the last sesort if he would exercise 
the functions ef government he musi 
choose such advisers having such a 
policy as the majority af British voi- 
ets approve of. ; 

The new premier is a ngphew of Lard, 
Salisbury, and has been a member of 
bis government and the government 
leader in the house of commons for a 
nymber of years, it is therefore to be 
cupposed that tbe change of premiers 
does not, or is not intended to, mean 
any change in geueral policy. At the 
same time there is no doubt that the 
takiag away irom the cabinet of ihe 
life long record of Lord Salisbury re- 
moves one of its principal props in the 
confidence of the party which it rep- 
resents, Lord Salisbury was a_ tory 
of the tories,--py birth, by traditign, 
by position, by instinct. The most re- 
trogressive members of the most retro- 
gressive class in England could not but 
have the fullest confidence in him, for 
he was essentially one of them. If his 
actions were sometimes more progres- 
sive than their views—well, he had 
done the best possible; and any way 
he had saved the country from fall- 
ing into the hands of the radicals. On 
the other hand he was broader minded 
than many of his tory friends, and by 
taking what may fairly be called a lib- 
eral-conservative position he was able 
to retain the adhesion of a large and 


influentia] section of the liberal party | 
—the liberal uaionists—and carried on 
the government on moderate liberal, 
rather thar on tory lines. His liberal 
home policy contradicted his tory repu- 
tation, and tis foreign policy was as 
great a contradiction. He attained 
power oa the jingo cry, and yet no 
British premier ever made greater 
sacrifices for the sake of peace than 
he,—the latest and greatest instance 
being the peace terms <— the 
Boers. r ; 

Of the new premier it can dui to 
said that during a moderately iong 
career in patliament and as a mem- 
ber of the government he has succeed- 
ed in building up a reputation for lack 
of earnestness, and in accumulating a 
measure of personal dislike, that does 
not argue well for the success of his 
party, nor the goad, of the empire. In 
his new position he may develop qual- 
ities that have hitherto lain dormant, 
but if those higher qualities have rot 
been developed by -the opportunities 


which have aiready fallen in his way, 
the most likely reason iz because they 
do not exist. : ;

After I wrote to Peter and 
received replies right along. The last 
letter I wrote fronj Oregon I addressed 
it to Peter Johnson, at Bittern lake, 
Alberta. 

Did soft receive any answer. First 
saw the prisoner the end of April jusi 
after I came to Wetaskiwin. Saw 
him at his own place. At Hay lake 
settlement. Gustav Anderson, an oid 
friend, drove me out, I went to see. how 
Peter Johnson was doing. Weat io 
prisorer’s house, he was nag in. Wait- 
ed until he arrived. He invited us to 
put up the team and stay to dinner. 
Anderson was with me. { 

I said to prisoner I came to findout 
about Peter Johnson. He replied “he 
is gone to South{ Dakota.” Asked what 
he went there for. Replied he had 
gone to buy same cattle. Said he had 
bought a team from Peter. Shnw ths 
team which I knew before. Said he 
had received one letter from him since 
he went to South Dakota. Said, I 
think it funny he should] have sold his 
team as he will have no team to drive 
when he returns. Asked what Peter 
was going to do when he came ‘back. 
Prisorer replied they were going into 
partnership. Prisoner said Peter wasa 
fire boy. I replied I, know that beiter 
than you. 

Peter Johnson was born in 1861. 

Was rot at N. Johnson’s place when 
the bedy was found. Saw a body in 
Wetaskiwin. About three weeks ago. 
Constable Mott showed me the body. 
Char'es Bergqvest from South Dakaia, 
was there. He knew Peter in the 
States. Recognized the body as that 
of Peter Johnson. 

Peter Johrson had a small trunk, 
a pocket book, a grajphioophone when he 
left Eales. He had ani old musket also 

Trunk exhibited in court is exacilv 
like Peter Johnson’s trunk. The small 
box in tie trunk I did not see before. 
The ciothes are Peter Johnson’s{ . | 
was with him when he bought them. 
The bible is his, also the graphophdne. 
Have seen the name John William 
Frederickson, exactly like the one writ- 
ten in that one. The book (another ex- 
hibit) Peter ‘Johnson received as a 
premium with a paper. A Sjwedi«h- 

nglish dictionary resembles exactly 
the ore he had. The Swedish song 
book shown was also received by Peter 
as a premium. When I left Eales. 
Peter had cattle and horses, he had 
12 or 13 horses, 14 ar 15 cattle ard ihs 
farm of over 160 acres, which he dwa- 
ed. He had all kinds of implements. 

By Mr. Bown; How do you know ths 
body you saw at Wetaskiwin was that 
of Peter Johnson ? 

By the shape of the head, by his 
clothes, and the teeth, size of him. The 
face was discolored but could recognize 
the shape of the jaws. There was a 
hole close to the nose below the right 
eye. Think the hole was large enough 
to put the finget/in. The nose was dis- 
figured, that is a portion of it; was 
gone.. i 

Inspector R. Belcher, N. W. M. P., 
Am inspector of the N. W. M. Police 
stationed at Edmonton. Know the 
niecused. First saw him at his home 
stead. Constables Mott and Suther- 
lard was with me, June i9th. A team- 
eter, John McNicol, from Wetaskiwin, 
and a man named Thompson were also 
with me. Constable Mott and Themp- 
‘oa were riding, they got there ‘irsi. 
On reaching there saw the prisoner. He 
was outside, facing Constable Mott. 
Asked, if he had any property belong- 
ing to Peter Johnson. Spid he had, 
a few horses and a heifer. Asked 
where Peter Jchnson was. He replied 
“gone to the States.” That he had ie“t 
about the 9th of November last. Skort- 
ly afterwards Constable Mbit arrest- 
ed him in my presence. He was cau- 
tioned in the usual way. , The con- 
stable told him that he was “arrested 
in the King’s name and that anything 
said by him might be taken down in 
writing and used as evidence against 
bim. ‘This was said in English. Mott 
also spoke in English, The prisoner 
speaks English fairly well. Should 
judge he speaks about the same as the 
last witness. I had no difficulty in 
understanding him. He was arrested 
about 7 o’clack in the evening. After 
the arrest the prisoner and the two 
constables went into the house to make 
search. I was in and out. The prison- 
er persisted in talking, Constable Suth- 
erland had to warn him several times. 
Be spoke a godd deal in Swedish fo 
some of the family. Remained there 
about an hour then drove over wiih 
the party to a neighbor named Lie. 
Stayed there one night, we slept in the 
same room. On the following morn- 
ing drove to Bittern lake posi o° i~ 
kept by Mr. Roper. Sent Constable 
Mott and Thompson in another direc- 
tiow to meet me again in the evening. 
Constable Sutherland came to m>* and 
made a statement. In consequence of 
this I went iIntd@ the house and had the 
prisoner brought in. Constable said in 
presence of prisoner that he (the pris- 
oner) wished to make a statement. 

Asked prisoner if he wished to make 
a statement. Replied he did. 

Cautioned him in the usual way. I 
had 2 copy oii the regular form of cau- 
tion from the criminal code with me, 
which I read to him. (he prisoner 
made 2 statement which I took dqwn. 
I read it over to him and he signed. it. 
I was clearly under the impression 
that he understood it. Thompson was 
there as an interpreter and was aboui 
the premises at the time. F 

Court adjourned until 2 o'clock. 

Court resumed at 2 0’clobk. 

Ipspector Belcher oa the stand. 

The crown requested that the con- 
fession of the prisomer be received as 
evidence. 

Mr. Bown, for the defence, objected 
on the gtounds that the crown has not 
yet shown that the confession was 
voluntary. Mr. Bown cited from the 
“reports of the Queen’s Bench Division” 
to support his argument.. 

The crown asked Major Helcher io 
stand aside and that Constabie Suther- 
land be called. Constable Sutherland, 
eworn. Was in charge of the prisoner 
after his arrest, The afternoon the 


day after his arrest, the soner was 
very quiet, He Sanaa talk af- 


ter tea. Did oot pay particular atten- 


with Peter. Asked 


of | think it better to tell me all about it. 


I said wait a minute—you had better 
see Major Belcher, he might do mae 
for you than I could as [ have no au- 
thority. Major Belcher was within 
calling distance. I said you should 
have told about it at the time. [° you 
tell me now the statemeat might be 
uced against you. He made a state- 


ment to me. When he was about 
three-quarters through I saw Major 
Belcher and told Johnston to stop, 


and tell Major Belcher. 


Major Belcher recalled; 

Statement of the prisoner read; I 
went with Peter to the = of ws 
McMiilan’s to buy a cow, and on the 
return we had a quarrel, Peter took 
me by the throat and I struck. hing 
with the axe oni the cheek. I took hold 
of the rifle, which was between us, and 
in the struggle it went off and shot 
Peter in the head. I pulled him into 
the box and drove home and put hm 
in a mud hole. Later on I tcok the 
body up and put it in another, hole 
nearer the bu 1 voluntarily showed 
the price where the body was fouad 
this morning in this hole. i 

Signed. NELS JOHNSON. 


The next day the prisoner volunieer- 
ed to show us where the body was: The 
prisoner, Constable Sutherland, mysel:, 
Thompson and the teamster went tv 
the vicinity where the body was buried. 
The prisoner pointed into the swamp 
and said it is there. Constable Suth- 
erland and I had hold of the prisoner. 
The body was in the swamp 12 er 14 
feet irom the bush. The body was uu- 
der water, part of the clothing was 
visible. Prisoner said that is ihe body 
of Peter, 1 moved the clothing suffi- 
ciently to see it was human remins.s 
Left the body; and went to where I 
expected to meet the coroner. Had ihe 
jury already summowed to meet at 
Bakers. Left the prisoner in charge ot 
Constable Mott. The jury, on reaching 
the place where the body lay, wen in- 
to the water ard carried the body to 
dry land. After the body had been 
viewed the jury adjourned to Blake- 
ley’s house. Those who gave evidence 
at the inquest were Sandbo and the 
prisoner. At the coromer’s inquesi I 
acted as secretary. The priscner was 
sworn, be; giving evidence. I 
took down his statements as made by 
him. The coroner examined him. From 
whit I saw should say the prisoner 
gave his evidence voluntarily. Every 
time the prisoner sees me he wants to 
speak but | have told him to make his 
statements to the court. 

By Mr. Bown; Thompson was tak- 
en to show us the road, We would 
have used hia as interpreter if neces- 
sary. 5 ak 

Constable Mott, sworn; Am in 
charge oi detachment at Wetaskiwin. 
First saw him when he was arrested 
at his home at Huy lakes; When he 
was arrested he was warned that any- 
thing he said might be used as evi- 
dence. After i arrested him, he said 
Peter was a gobd fellow and that they 
were always the best of friends. Shori- 
ly after the arrest I handed him over 
to Constable Sutherland. I weni into 
the house with a search warrant. The 
prisoner was in the house all the time 
but not in the same room. There are 
two rooms, one on either sid? 0° the 
hall way. A conversation could be 
heard from one room to the other by 
anyone paying attention. Each room 
would be about 10x12. While in the 
house I asked most of the questions 
of the boy. Very often the prisoner 
or his wife gave the answer. C 

Here a lengthy argument ensued as 
to the law on receiving, as evidence, 
the statement made by the boy in the 
presence of the prisoner, 

Wher I was in the honse prisoner 
said, on the 9th Nov., he and Peier 
went t® the posi office. While at the 
post office Peter got a letter and then 
he got a chance or a ride to the town, 
Wetaskiwin. Prisoner returned home 
alone. Two days afterwards he went tq 
Wetaskiwin and there saw Peter, who 
said he was going to the States. I 
questioned the boy as to this, in the 
presence of the prisoner, The boy told 
me the same thing. He said he had 
received a letter from Peter from Min- 
nenpolis, I asked for the letter. He 
said it was lost, but had answered it 
when he received it. I was searching 
the house for a revolver, but found 
none. I asked the boy if they had 
taken any weapons the day they went 
to the post office. The prisyner an- 
swered no! Prisoner said the had 
bought a team and harness for $185 
and a wagon for $25, paying cash Had 
no bill ot sale. Gnid Peter had left the 
other things with him in his charge. 
Amongst the articles I brought away 
were some books andj a suit of clohtes, 
put them in a box and had charge of 
it, brought the bor from Wetaskiwin 
on Friday night and had charge of 
same until today. Brought away ihe 
rifle which is now in court. The box 
in the trunk contained the records of 
the graphophone. Saw, the rifle in the 
house the day I executed the search 
warrant. The boy and the wife gave 
me the rifle and the cartridges. On 
the night of the arrest 1 remained at 
the prisoner’s house. The next day I 
went out in search of evidence, Was 
present when the prisoner made his 
formal statement. Wes present at 
the latter part of the inquest, and 
when the prisoner gave his evidence. A 
post mortem examination was made by 
Drs. Braithwaite ard Robertson. Was 
peesent. The order produced was hand- 
ed to me by a Mr. Weden at Wetaski- 
win, a few days since. g 

By the crown; When the prisoner 
made his statement he made it unin- 
terrupted by anyone. The face was 
discolored or bleached from the action 
of the water, the moustache was still 
on the lips. The hole appeared to be 
large erough to admit a finger. 

Hans Sandibo, Swede, sworn: Gave 
evidence through the interpreter, 
Krow Nels Johnsion. Live about 
seven miles from him. eit the States 
a year ago in July. Came from Min- 
nesota, Kirst met Nels Johnston in 
August last year, ai Wetaskiwim 
Krew Peter Johnston. Met him the 
same time They were in talking 
with the lard guide. Ole Lie took up 
land near Nels. not a quarter of a 
mile from him. Last fali I stopped on 
Lie’s place from time to time. Peter 
Johnston was at Nels’ place. Last saw 
Peter the day before he took Charlie 
Gladu’s sleigh and went to the post 
office. The sleigh was taken from 
Lie’s place. The last time I saw Peier 
was at Nels’ place when he said I guess 
we will take Charlie’s sleigh tomor- 
tow, They said something about buy- 
ing a cow. Nels and Peter were to 
gether. That is the last time I saw 


Peter alive. I Know the sleigh was 
gone from Lie’s place the next dwy. 
And on that same day Charlie 


Gladu came ard inquired for hissleigh. 
About two weeks after talked to Nels 
about Peter. He said Peter had gone 
to the S.ates. Asked Nels if he had 
heard from Peter, said he had received 
a letter from him. Wenc down with

Know Peter had some 
horses besides the pair. Do not know 
if he had any money. There were four 
besides the team. Two died during the 
winter. Saw Peter and Nels ai times. 
Went with the police to look at a body 
found in the swamp. 

The body was ‘hat of Peter Johz- 
stor.. About four weeks ago. Could 
recognize the chin, jaw, forehead and 
whiskers. By his size and German 
socks. Peter sold a horse to, Thompso®. 

By Mr. Bown; You say Nels was al- 
ways drunk when he went to Wetas- 
kiwin with you. Did he get drunk 
with other peaple? Cannot say. Did 
rot see Ne™S with money. 

Cour* adjourned until 8 o’clock. 


Sitling resumed at 8 p. m. 

John MeNiccl, sworn; I live at We 
taskiwin. Am employed at a_ livery 
stable. Was out at Bittern lake in 
June with Major Belcher. During that 
trip had a conversation with the pris- 
oner at ‘the Biitern lake post office. 
The day after the inquest. We were 
sitting in the rig alone. He commenc- 
ed the conversation. Suid we are going 
to Wetaskiwin. It is best to tell them 
(pointing towards Major Belcher) and 
try to save my neck. Saw the body 
when the coroner's jury brought it out 
to the dry ground. I helped to bring 
it out. The face was discolored, part 
of the moustache was off, the rose was 
flattened and turned to one side. 
There was a hole in the cheek below 
the right eye. Did not know the man. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown; When 
we had the conversation in the rig the 
nearest person was 25 feet or so away. 
Johnston said he had better tell in or- 
der to try and save his reck. That was 
all that was said. { < 

Ole Lie, sworn; Am a Norwegian, | 
live about 150 rods from Nels Johnston, 
Settled there in August last year. Nels 
came there shortly after. Saw, himat 
Wetaskiwin before be moved out. Did 
not know bim before. Learned to 
know Peter about the same time. I 
paid some squatters for their improve- 
ments, I heard Nels teil Mr. Thom- 
som that he bad vo maney to pay for 
his entry and he asked Mr. Thomson 
to lecd him $10, but it was refused. I 
told him I would lend it to him, he 
said he would repay me, when he got 
home and had some money, in a few 
days. Peter went oyt there when I 
went. He slept sometimes at Thomp- 
son’s. Peter moved out the same time 
as we did. He lived in a tent beside 
Nels. Nels had no horses, no catile 
ithat I know of, no machinery that | 
know. of He had household goods. I 
went over about six weeks after and 
asked Nels if he had the money. He 
said he had not more than one dollar. 
Peter gave me $2.00 for Nels. My 
own farm was formerly accupied by 
Charlie Gladu a half-breed. ~When 
Gladu went away he left a sled on 
my place. It was there until _ Nels 
came for i*, I saw Neis but I did(not 
go to speak to him. Next day the sled 
wus not there. Gladu aud the prison- 
er were there next day behind my 
stable. I had nothing io do with the 
sleigh. Never saw Peter Johnston :f- 
ter that. Never had any talk with 
Nels about Peter. 

Cross-examined; Peter gave me $2. 
Did not ask for more. Peter took it 
out of a pocket book. Did not see 
any more. ; 

Charles Gladu, sworn; Once lived at 
Little Hay lake. Sold my improve- 
merts to Lie. Left my bob sleigh on 
the place. Went for the sleigh when 
the snow came. Spoke to the old man 
Lie about my sleigh. After I ha& been 
there about an hour and) a half, Henry 
Fraser came, I went with him for the 
night. The ~ext day the sleigh was at 
Nels Johns*ton’s. Saw by the “shine” 
a box had been’ on the sleigh. The day 
I came to Lie’s) place I heard somebady 


shooting. Just heard one shot. The 
sound came from somewhere on the 
post office road. Saw Nels next day, 
spoke to him, he said I broke your 


sleigh; told him as long 2s I gqt some 
rope that will be alright. 
Cross-examined; Heard the shot the 
day I went for my sleigh first. After 
the shot heard a noise ike a man call- 


ing. 
Oden Bergqvest, sworn; Live in 
Wetaskiwin. My parents live there. 


Came from Eales, Potter Co. South 
Dakota, Knew, a2 man named Peter 
Johnson. There was but one Peter 
Johnson at Eales. Knew Johan Han- 
sen, who gave evidence here. Heard 
him give his evidence. The Peter John- 
son he spoke of is tlt one I knew. 
Came with my peaple to Wetaskiwin 
about three weeks ago. Was at Eales 
the time Peter Johnson left there. 
Lived about three-quarters of a mile 
from him. I know when Peter left he 
had 11 head of horses, suw him start, 
and counted the horses. Before he left 
he sold his farm and cattle. Saw him 
sell 11 head at auction. Know he sald 
2 cows at $35 each. Saw him receive a 
cheque for the other 9 head. Knaw the 
man Jacob Hough, who bought’ the 
farm, the bargain was for $270. Peter 
Johnson was a steady man. Never saw 
him drink or drunk. 

Cross-examined; Saw him take 11 
head of horses and two stoves. Think 
the stuff he took would take a ear. 
My people brovzht up stuff. My faihb- 
er said it cost $82.0U for a car. Don’t 
know what the fare is from Eales, Do 
not know if Peter got the money for 
his farm. 

Charles Johnson, sworn.; Live at 
Dried Meat lake. My parents live 7 
miles north of Wetaskiwin. I lived 
there with them. Got acquainted with 
Peter Johnston at the stock yard I 
helped him ynload a car. Remember 
what he had in the car, two wagons, 
two buggies, ten head of horses and a 
small colt, a mower, a horse rake, a 
plow, a buil, a couple of stoves, some 
trunks. Got acquainted with the pris- 
oner about a menth after that. Know 
that Peter a and Nels were ac- 
quainted with each other. Was livi 
right at Wetaskiwin when I rim 
acquainted with these two men. Peter 
Joheson got his meals at my father’s 
houre. He had quite a little wad of 
man i Se ee sold a horse and 
saw it out at hay making. He had his 
vest with the pocket book in it under 
his pillow. Sew him receive $30 inicash 
as part payment for a horse. The 
horses were pretty good. The -one I 
saw him sell I would consider worth 
$75. He boarded for about six weeks 
* father’s house. Peter was a 
quiet going man. Nels seemed 
a drinking man. ye es? 

Oscar Thompson, sworn, Hear 
of Inspector Belcher’s evidence. ‘— 
the man he spoke of as being with 
him. Had seen Nels before that.. Also 
saw Peter Johnston before. When I 
went to Nels’ place, I rode ahead with 
Constable Mott. Major Belcher and
